In Pottery Makes 


Big Industry 


California dinnerware has) 
reached a point of national ac- |} 
ceptance that promises to make 
its manufacturers one of the 
state’s major industries, accord- 
ing to a report made this week | 
by Evan K. Shaw, President of | 
the Metlox Manufacturing Com- | 
pany. 

Shaw said that the annual pro- 
duction of dinnerware in Cali-} 
fornia was now approximating fif- | 
teen million dollars. More than 
60 per cent of this volume is be- 
ing sent to other states, he ex-| 
plained, where the enthusiasm for 
California designed pottery ware | 
is nearing the same high level as} 
eastern appreciation of the Gold-| 
en State’s casual clothes. 

“The answer to public accept- 
ance of California products can 
be found in one word—‘original- 
ity’, and the reason why this state 
will continue to grow industrially 
will be our expanding effort of 
original ideas and useful pro- 
ducts,” asserted Shaw.

To Go At Peak After Slow Start

for at least five more years, ac- 
cording to George Streit, Presi- 
dent of the Building Contractors 
Association of California. 


The association is the largest 
group of builders in the United 
States and maintains a constant 
fincer on the construction pulse, 
Streit reported. - “Despite the fact 
hai COustruction Was curtailed 
during the first half of 1949, fig- 
ures now reveal that the total 
number of building permits taken 
out for the twelve Southern Cali- 
fornia counties was only 22.4 per 
cent under the same period of 
1948,” he said. 

Streit said that the drop was 
due to inclement weather during 
the early months of the year that 


virtually halted construction in 
many areas. “In addition to 
that,” he axplained, “there was 


also some buyer and builder hesi- 
tancy brought about by the fact 
that the 1949 labor contracts had 
not yet been negotiated.” The 
1949-1950 labor contracts become 
effective on August 1, and pro- 
vide for an eight cents-plus per 
hour increase for the six basic 
construction trades. 


An excellent example of the 
trend can be found in the build-- 
ing permit reports of Los An- 
geles, Orange, San Bernardino, 
San Diego and Ventura counties, 
Streit pointed out. Comparisons
